Manifesting Miracles by Daniele Dosch 

This past February, I met up with some gal-pals for a mission trip to Bay St. 
Louis, a small town in Mississippi devastated when the eyewall of Hurricane 
Katrina passed over the town in 2005. The community is rebuilding, thanks 
largely to the local efforts of Habitat for Humanity. 

Our group of women builders teamed up with a bus of college students on 
Spring Break. We feverishly framed up the two bedroom, one bathroom Habitat 
House by the end of the second day. We roofed the third day, sided the fourth 
day, and finished the interior on day five. Madeline, the future home owner, 
worked side-by-side with us. One day, the two of us were painting a bedroom 
when she began telling of her 60 plus years of living on the Gulf Coast. She 
recalled the fateful day of August 29 th when the storm surge flooded her house 
forcing her to seek refuge in her attic. When the attic began flooding, her sister 
in-law was able to crawl through a vent onto the roof but the opening was too 
small for Madeline. Teary-eyed, she asked her relative to pass along her 
goodbyes, convinced that she would soon perish. 

Hours later, the water slowly lowered from her waist to her mid-thigh. When the 
contaminated water receded further, she vacated the attic minutes before the 
floating refrigerator blocked the passageway. Grateful to be alive but suffering 
from Post Traumatic Stress, Depression, and Survivor’s Guilt; Madeline gave 
thanks to the friends who allowed her to live in a small camping trailer in their 
driveway for the past 4 years. 

February 27 th , 2009 marked a new beginning for Madeline. Sweaty and covered 
in sawdust and paint splatters, we attended her house dedication. She said 
she struggled to find the right way to thank us. “A gift just won’t do” she mused. 
“After surviving Katrina, I realized that material things can be lost, packed away, 
forgotten about, and even washed away. I want to give you something that will 
last a lifetime.” She wiped away a tear and concluded, “I want to give you the 
realization that you helped create a miracle for me today!” 

Wow! Many of us pray for miracles... but mostly to receive a miracle. How often 
do we pray to help manifest a miracle for others? 

You have an opportunity to be part of a local miracle. OLBH is assembling a 
crew of folks to help with the Black Hills Habitat for Humanity program; a 
Christian-based nonprofit agency dedicated to providing simple but sturdy 
homes to deserving families. You don’t have to be a builder. If you can sweep, 
bake cookies, plant flowers, or babysit - we need you as part of the OLBH team. 
Our sign up will be next weekend after the masses. Please consider this 
thoughtfully and prayerfully. Like most acts of charity, you get more that you 
give and I can attest just how immensely satisfying it is to help manifest a 
miracle!

Year for Priests 

Pope Benedict XVI has announced a “Year 
for Priests” beginning June 19, 2009, the 
Solemnity of the Sacred Heart of Jesus and 
the celebration of the World Day of Prayer 
for the Sanctification of Priests. This year 
will also mark the 150 th anniversary of the 
death of the saintly Cure of Ars, St. John 
Mary Vianney, the patron of priests. This is 
a year for the Church to witness to all that 
“she is proud of her priests, loves them, 
honors them, admires them and that she 
recognizes with gratitude their pastoral work 
and the witness of their life” (Letter for Year 
for Priests, Claudio Cardinal Hummes, 
prefect of the Congregation for the Clergy). 
It is a year to encourage priests in their 
spiritual growth and to pray for them. The 
Congregation for the Clergy has also 
recommended Eucharistic adoration for the 
sanctification of priests throughout this 
year. The Vatican has also offered a plenary 
indulgence for all the faithful on the 
occasion of the Year for Priests, the details 
of which are below. Please pray for our 
priests! Let us especially remember 
them on June 19, the World Day of 
Prayer for the Sanctification of Priests. 

The Vatican has announced a plenary 
indulgence for all the faithful on the 
occasion of the Year for Priests. For priests, 
the plenary indulgence can be gained by 
praying lauds or vespers before the Blessed 
Sacrament exposed or in the tabernacle. 

The must also “offer themselves with a 
ready and generous heart for the 
celebration of the sacraments, especially 
the sacrament of penance.” This must be 
accompanied by sacramental confession, 
Communion, and praying for the intentions 
of the Holy Father. Priests are granted a 
partial indulgence every time they 
“devotedly recited the prayers duly 
approved to lead a saintly life and to carry 
out the duties entrusted to them.” These 
can also be applied to deceased priests. 

The faithful may obtain a plenary 
indulgence on the opening and closing days 
of the Year for Priests, on the 150 th 
anniversary of the death of St. John Mary 
Vianney, on the first Thursday of the 
month, or on any other day established by 
the ordinaries of particular places for the 
good of the faithful. To obtain the 
indulgence they must attend Mass in an 
oratory or Church and offer prayers to 
“Jesus Christ, supreme and eternal Priest, 
for the priests of the church, or perform any 
good work to sanctify and mould them to 
his heart.” The usual conditions for a 
plenary indulgence also apply. The 
homebound may also obtain the plenary 
indulgence if, with the intention of 
observing the usual three conditions as 
soon as they can, “on the days concerned, 
they pray for the sanctification of priests 
and offer their sickness and suffering to 
God through Mary, Queen of the Apostles.” 

The faithful may obtain a partial indulgence 
when they repeat the Our Father, Hail 
Mary, and Glory Be, five times, or any other 
duly approved prayer “in honor of the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, to ask that priests 
maintain purity and sanctity of life.”
